Mrs. H arriet C iata Stanton, about 
90 years of age, colored, oldest mem­ 
ber of one of the oldest families in 
G ettysburg 
and 
the 
widow of 
Samuel 
M atthew 
Stanton, 
who 
fought with the colored regiment in 
the Civil war. died at her home, 145 
Breckenridge street, at 2; 30 o’clock 
this morning. 
Infirm ities of age 
and hardening of tile arteries were 
given as the cause of death. 
Born in Newton, now known as 
Stevens City, Virginia, a daughter 
of 
the 
late 
Levi 
and 
M ahala 
(M ount) Jenkins, and twice sold on 
th e Virginia auction blocks as a 
slave, Mrs. Stanton led a rugged 
and difficult life before settling in 
G ettysburg many years ago. 
Family Records Lost 
During the Civil war, after she 
had been twice sold as a slave, Mrs. 
B tanton’s parents fled to Chambers­ 
burg, taking with them the records 
of their family's lives. At Chambers­ 
burg the family was again forced 
to flee for their lives when the Con­ 
federate troops entered that town 
and burned it after being refused 
$200,000 by the citizenry. 
The 
family 
records, containing 
the date of Mrs. Stanton's birth. 
were consumed in the Chambers­ 
burg fire, and the exact age of Mrs. 
Stanton could not be learned. 
From Cham bersburg the family 
fled to Harrisburg, thence to G et­ 
tysburg. 
Samuel M atthew Stanton, the de­ 
ceased’s husband, was the son of a 
slave and was brought to Gettys-

IN “BIG" LIST 


Fall Conference Will Decide 
Importance of New Deal 
Agency.

W ashington. — President Roose­ 
velt's decision to invite industrial 
producers to W ashington in the fall 
for a conference on decentralization 
of industry promises to move into 
the limelight another alphabetical 
agency 
of 
the 
“new 
deal”—the 
FSHC. 
FSHC—federal subsistence home­ 
steads corporation—is one of the 
lesser known of “new deal” agen­ 
cies. 
It may be the means, how­ 
ever, of Mr. Roosevelt’s realizing 
one of the most cherished dreams 
of his adm inistration. 
It was set up under the national 
industrial recovery act in exactly 84 
words for the purpose of “aiding 
the redistribution of the balance of 
population in industrial centers.” 
Its capital stock was Axed by 'con­ 
gress at $25,000,000. 
The interest displayed by Mrs. 
Roosevelt in the projects thus far 
sponsored 
by 
FSHC, 
particularly 
the one at Reedsville. W. Va., has 
attracted

attention 
to the 
work. The forthcoming conference 
here, within the next two m onths, 
however, promises to focus the a t­ 
tention of the whole country on 
FSHC. 


Long-Term Plan 
The president's plan for decen­ 
tralization of industry is essentially 
a long-term idea. 
It is estim ated 
a period from IO to 20 years will be 
required lo persuade industrialists 
to move their factories from crowd­ 
ed cities to the countryside. 
From the tim e it was created 
FSHC deliberately has proceeded 
on

basis. 
Many difficulties have been encoun­ 
tered ranging from apathy on the 
part of those who would be bene­ 
fited. to selfishness on the part of 
individual promoters.

Today’s Talk

ROOT-LIFE 
T 
HAT which is buried deepest always has the most significance. It is 
the root-life of a tree or shrub, or plant th at is the most mysterious 
We see the lovely flower or the great spreading tree with its wonder­ 
ful foliage, and we think little of what nourishes and gives it life. But 
Vet the root of that tree be cut to any considerable degree, or the root of 
.hat flower be disturbed—and immediately all the fine life of the tree and 
plant is changed. That which is most significant in all life is its root- 
life. 
In darkness, roots are warmed in the earth and nourished by the 
elements that make up all of life—and this nourishment is in perfect 
proportions. Drought alone seems to be the final killing element.

Dr. Thomas C. Boulter, leader of 
the tractor expedition which now is 
at the advance base, retorted in a 
radio message th at Admiral Byrd 
left a note giving directions for the 
relief party, which he feared would 
arrive too late. 
Doctor Poultcr said that, although 
the admiral is showing marked im ­ 
provement in health, it will be some 
time before he fully recovers his 
strength. 
Doctor Poulter reported that Ad­ 
miral Byrd was stricken about the 
first of June and that he became so 
ill he all but resigned himself to 
death.
